Rudy Nebres has come under a 
lot of fire in your letters column re- 
cently, so I guess a lot of people 
were happy to see Gonzalo Mayo's 
name alongside the illustrator's 
credit for the Vampi story in #97. 
However, this joy must have been 
subdued somewhat when they 
found out the story was only ten 
pages long. The ending was awful- 
ly abi'upt. Was this a longer story 
that was cut back? 

On the other hand, the Pantha 
story was more like two stories in 
one. Pantha's encounter with the 
rapist was a nice bit of 'revenge' 
fantasy, but Adam's adventures ap- 
peal 1 to be merely the start of a stan- 
dard zombie tale.
